The New School Law for Electing 
Trustees. 

The new law in regard to elect- 
ing trustees is as follows : 

On the tint Saturday in August, 
t906] an election shall be held at 
the school building in each school 
district of this Commonwealth 
from the hours of one until live 
o'clock in the afternoon for the 
purpose of electing one trustee foi 
each school district, both colored 
and white. The trustees then 
elected shall hold their Offices, one- 
half for one year and one-lralf for 
two years, as shall be determined 
by lot at the Brst meeting of the 
division hoard. Lath year there- 
after there shall be elected for two 
years one trustee in each school 
district in which the tern, of his 
predecessor in office will then ex- 
pire. Said trustees shall serve un- 
til their successors are duly elected 

appointed and qualified. 

Any person shall be eligible to 
tins office of school trustee who is 
over twenty -one years of age, and 
who has been a resident of the 

district tor which he is elected for 
sixtv days before the election, and 
vho is able to read and write, as 

ihown by a certificate of live rep- 

itaUe citizens of the district, and 
all male persons over twenty-one 
years of age, who shall have re- 
sided in the school district for sixty 
days next before an election, shall 
have the right to vote at such 

•lection. 

All elections for school trustees 
lhall be by ballot. Said ballot 
shall contain no emblem nor device 
of any kind bv which it may be 
identified or known, and the ballot 
shall be printed and furnished by 
the County Clerk of each county 
and paid for out of the county levy. 
Hut said ballot shall provide blank 
spaces whereby such electors may 
vote for or elect another than those

In Septem- 
ber Stanton Colli* se will open its doors to the .youth of Powell and 
surrounding counties. Under the auspices of the Home Board of the 
United Presbyterian Church (headquarters in Pittsburg, Pa.) this 
college now begins a career of. we hope, uninterrupted and increasing 
usefulness, encouraged by the united and loyal support of every citizen! 
of Powell county who loves his county, his family and his God. On 
July 1 Prof.lR. A. McConagha, of New Concord, ()., arrived in Star.- 
ton.SHe islobe principal of Stanton Colleye. He is a young man 
(did not ask his age) unmarried, of pleasing address and sociable. He 
is a graduate of Muskingum College, of New Concord, and of Xeniti 
Theological Seminary, and has had -seven years experience as a teacher. 

His plans for the fall session are not yet made; the corps of tea- 
chers will, however, number about 6, including Mrs. Sylvia Russell, 
of Stanton, who has taught for years and is popular with the patrons. 
It is hoped to etl'ect a consolidation of the Stanton public school with 
the College.

brick with a baseful full size; dimensions 63x95 feet, the front en- 
trance is of white brick, there will be a front balcony. For class 
work there are 6 rooms; 4 on 1st floor, <2 on second; each '24x32. The 
auditorium on second floor is 40x00 feet and by means of roller parti- 
tion can be enlarged to 60x70. 

The building will be modern in all its apartments, heated by steam 
and furnished for lighting by natural gas, well ventilated, am! hsj Bft 
escapes. 

We were not definitely informed of the details, but were con- 
vinced by what we saw that the institution has come to stay. The 
roof will be of slag (pitch and gravel.) Sitting on a stack of sheating 
on roof we talked with the contractor. 

The view, from the roof, of extensive valley and surrounding hills 
is very charming. The building is located in a 10 acre campus, on 
elevated ground beyond and to right of depot goiny east on Lexington 
ofc Eastern railroad, and will be ready for occupancy when the fall 
term opens. The estimated cost is S16.000. The citizens of Powell 
raised $4,000 for this work. 

The expense incurred by the Home Board having control of the 
enterprise is but a small part of the obligations assumed; for there 
must be the annual appropriation for teachers, etc., until the school is 
self supporting. Judging from the experience of similar schools, the 
indications are that this amount will be continuous for years.

When and how can the people of Powell show their appreciation 
of the noble and unselfish work assumed by the Home Board ut Pats- 
burg ? The people of Powell must by their action show. 

They will permit us to suggest. Let everybody be enthusiastic.

Give the enterprise your best wishes, hearty co-operation and libekal 
offerings of money; patronize it, get students from all the county, 
make conditions such that success will come, tell strangers about the 
school, show visitors the grounds and buildings, etc., tell or write the 
promoters how you appreciate their efforts. 

The Home Board has done much for Powell Countt. Powkxl 
County should show their gratitude by unmistakable evidences. 

Let precinct boundaries and prejudices be eliminated. Let all 
work together for the common good. 

See to it men that the laws are enforced and obeyed, that evil in- 
fluences which trap boys and girls are removed, that conditions are 
such that to be and do good are easy. Let righteousness and sobriety 
and morality prevail. Such will aid the College and the College will 
foster these and other noble traits.

Blindness, though counted 
among the most pitiable of human 
afflictions, is evidently conductive 
to longevity. 

According to a report by Oscar 
Kuestermann, supcrintendejt of 
the Wisconsin Workshop for the 
Blind, four out of 250 persons re- 
ceived at the shops during the last 
year are more than 100 years old; 
fifteen men and four women are 
more than 1)0 years old; forty-two 
persons have attained an age be- 
tween 80 an 90 years. 

Every one of these aged bl.nd 
persons Is earning his own living 
and is entirely self-supporting. 
Those more than 100 years of age 
are in fall possession of their fac- 
ulties and are daily turning out 
baskets and other forms of willow- 
ware.— Milwaukee Sentinel.

ANCIENTS NOT INFERIOR TO 
TRAINED MEN OF TO-DAY. 



Tsblet. Found In Ruin, of B.bylon 
Cm Insight Into Life of Old 
Community That la Moat 



That among the ancient Babyloni- 
ans, 3,000 years B. 0., there were law- 
yers of rare ability, real estate men of 
more than ordinary shrewdness in 
driving and clinching a bargain and 
craftsmen with great ingenuity and 
pride in their work is the opinion of 
Eugene F. Ware, lawyer, poet and 
"Kansan." 

In an address before the real estate 
men of Kansas City some time ago Mr. 
Ware made the statement that as long 
as 5,000 years ago men were dealing 
in real estate and that those men 
were as energetic traders and as keen 
in their transactions as the real estate 
dealers of today, says the Kansas 
City Star. 

Mr. Ware explained the result of his 
research Into th? history of the Haby- 
onians which has caused him to' form 
this opinion. While traveling in Eu- 
* rope several years ago he came upon 
a number of clay tablets at the Louvre 
in Paris. The tablets are specimens 
uncovered by excavators who were 
searching for recoids of the ancient 
Babyloniana. Several thousand of 
them have been found in the city of 
Nippur, capital of the ancient Babylo- 
nian state of that name. Nippur "was 
one of the largest cities of Babylonia, 
situated on the banks of a canal con- 
necting the Tigris and Euphrates riv- 
ers. The city was famous as the seat 
of worship of the god Bel, chief deity 
of the Babylonian pantheon.

The real es- 
tate man purchased a gold ring with 
an emerald from the jeweler and the 
tablet records the sale and contains 
the jeweler's guaranty of the ring for 
20 years.

I prepared 
mv ground by a thorough break- 
ing and harrowing and then sowed 
it in oats and immediately sowed 
alfalfa. Both grew beautifully, 
the oats preventing any seed from 
starting in the ground. I cut the 
oats last season ami now have cut 
a nmgnilicent crop of alfalfa and 
will get two more this year. The 
yield was enormous. The cattle 
and boises will quit SOU other feed 
for tbe alfalfa, and, in addition, it 
is the linest food for the chickens 
that can be given. Tbe life of al- 
falfa is easily from 80 to 40 years "

Extraordinary Lightning Stroke. 

Prof. A. Herschel. In the Quarterly 
Journal of the Royal Meteorological 
society for October last, describes the 
extraordinary effects produced by 
lightning In the midst of an open 
moor in Northumberland.
